Hollins had a strong com¬ 
mitment to supporting stu¬ 
dents with financial aid. Each 
work study student was given 
a choice of departments to 
work in, including offices in 
the administration building, 
the library, and student serv¬ 
ices.

The stage extends and 
intrudes into the audience’s 
space; you see characters in 
unexpected places and from 
unfamiliar angles forcing 
you to shift your perspective.

it can produce suprising re¬ 
wards.’’ 

The content of each 
monologue was varied and 
each character was very dif¬ 
ferent. The audience walked 
away knowing the views of an 
actress who wonders about 
her audience, a house wife’s 
fantasy world in the Wizard 
of Oz, and a woman whose 
mother was recently de¬ 
ceased. Other monologues 
dealt with an obsession with 
lamps, problems with the ro¬ 
deo, and a woman’s love for 
plastic and McDonald’s. 

Some of the monologues 
were light and funny, while 
others tugged at the audi¬ 
ence’s emotions. All of the 
monologues, however, left 
the audience with a lot to 
think about.

Living in Small Town, USA

Well, some people 
have been answering that 
Question all of their lives. 
They are the students who 
come from Small Town, 
USA. In the class of 1997, 
there are several students 
who are from these incon¬ 
spicuous places. Some inter- 
esting comments from the 
Class of *97 small town rep¬ 
resentatives: 

1. Sara Tweedy: Auburn, 
Kentucky (population ap¬ 
prox.

Last spring’s big win at the 
Intercollegiate Horse Show 
Association National Cham¬ 
pionships gave the 1993- 
1994 Riding Team a tough 
act to follow. The team could 
not have done a better job of 
trying to uphold the record 
of the previous year’s spec¬ 
tacular season. Five days a 
week, Nancy Peterson and 
her skilled staff offered their 
assistance to the riders, 
which contributed to the 
team’s success year after 
year.

The Horizon program 
evolved 18 years ago when 
the Dean announced that 
class space was available for 
other students. The Admin¬ 
istration agreed that Hori¬ 
zon students would be of¬ 
fered the same qualifications 
for a degree with two excep¬ 
tions. It dropped the P.K. re- 
quirement, and offered 
Short Term on a flexible ba¬ 
sis. 

For the 1993-1994 year, 
121 Horizon students, 71 of 
whom were full-time stu¬ 
dents, enrolled at Hollins. 
They paid less tuition be¬ 
cause student services were 
subtracted from their fee. 
Anyone who was over 24 


years of age was classified as 
a Horizon student. Nancy 
Healy, Coordinator, has 
been working with the pro¬ 
gram for four years. Healy 
was the advisor for two years 
and was promoted in 1992. 
She and her group met in 
upstairs Moody and in the 
Commuter Lounge. Horizon 
students gathered during 
lunch in the PDR to discuss 
what went on at Hollins, and 
to ask any questions they 
might have. Healy kept close 
contact with each individual 
in order to make sure that 
everyone became involved. 

She inferred that the Ho¬ 
rizon group is a diverse one.

Spinster 1994 is the 97th volume of the Hollins College annual. 
The theme. The Places We'll Go emphasized the aspirations of ihe 
community of Hollins and explored the areas where the individuals 
of that region left their marks.

Ewald-Clark of Crossroads Mall took the responsibility of 
developing most of the photos. Special thanks go to Deidre Mattox, 
the Senior Class President, for collecting hundreds of photos from 
her classmates. The individual shots were taken by Candid Color 
Photography, and the formal party pictures were obtained from 
Aspen Photography. 

Taylor Publishing Company of Dallas, Texas, printed the 1000 
volumes of 224 pages each. This book was created using a Mac¬ 
intosh computer for the first time. Ihe Series, Type Vision, Page Vi¬ 
sion, and Index Vision compiled the pages. Type Seville was used for 
most of the copy, with the exception of the headlines and sub¬ 
headlines, which displayed Athena and Athena Italic.
